moval of the larynx (vocal box) supplying the 
place with a metallic substitute; cutting out 
the larger portion of the stomach and bringing 
the divided parts successfully together; the 
same with several feet of intestines; the saving 
of a hand for service, moat of the bones of 
which had been crushed beneath a trip ham- 
mer. 


These and kindred facts are ot interest, not 


simply as illustrating the advance made in sur- 
gical skill and daring, but m suggesting the 
amazing resources of the physical system for 
the repair of injury. 
Internal ailments ouce thought to be inevita- 
bly fatal, and large abscesses formerly difficult 
of cure, can now—especially with the aid of 
disinfectants—be handled with comparative 
ease, ether or some othar anesthetic con- 
trioutingto the success of the operation by 
Hiving the operator a more absolute control of i 
his subject 


These facts encourage the unfortunate and' 


their friends to hope for the beat in most try-1 
iag circumstances; and they condemn thosa 
physicians who hastily advise the sacrifice of 
an important part of the body. We have no 
doubt that many who came out of the war 
maimed might have saved their lost limbs. 
The following remarkable case occurred 
about three years ago in North Carolina. A 
white, delicate girl bad her hand completely 
severed tram the arm by an axe. Thephysi- 
cian, not being in a condition to amputate "the 
arm above the wrist, replaced the band, secur- 
ing it with silver stitches and adhesive planter, 
and baring bound both arm and hand to a 
broad splint, ordered them to be kept warm 
with hot flannel cloth. The third day pulsa- 
tion could be plainly felt in the hand, which 
had alRO changed its color. Says thephy&ician 
in charge, "I removed the sutures on the four- 
teenth day, and afterwards she carried the hand 
m a filing, and is now—three months after the 
accidoiit—able to extend the Supers and grasp 
with nearly the usual strength." The joint 
retained its free motion.

A Story Told by a Confederate Officer. 
Capt H. T. Owen in Philadelphia Times. 


The most conspicuous act of reckless cour- 


age I ever saw displayed on any battle-field 
during our great civil war occurred at the ssc- 
onil battle of Uanaasaa on the 29th of August, 
1802. It was preformed by a Federal artiller- 
ist in the presence of both armies, and was 
witnessed by at least 1,000 men, many of 
whom are atill living and can readily recall 
the incident when reminded of the circum- 
stances. Just aa Hood's men charged down 
the hill near the Henry Houae upon the firat 
Federal line, and it became evinent he would 
capture the battery stationed there, a Federal 
artilleryman determined to save one of the 
cannon, if possible, and to do so he had to take 
it up the side of the ditch in front of the Con- 
federates for haJf a mile. The ditch waa four 
feet wide and as many deep, and could not be 
crossed with the cannon 
How he got his 


horaes hitched or whether they had really ever 
been taken from the piece I never have known, 
bat the first I saw of him he waa coming up 
our front in a sweeping gallop from the cloud 
of smoke and Hood s men were firing at him. 
As soon as he escaped from that volley 
he came in front of our 
brigade and 
under range of 
our 
muskets on ths 


left and aa he swept on up tho line a file 
fire was opened upon him. Our hne was 
approaching the ditch rapidly at a double- 
quick and the lane between us and the ditch 
was getting narrower each second, but the ar- 
tilleryman ecemed determined to save his gun 
from capture and he flew along his course at a 
tremendous rate of speed. He had four large 
gray or white horaea to the cannon and they 
came up the valley in splendid style. The man 
Bat erect and kept his team well in hand, while 
hia whip seemed to play upon the flanks of the 
leaders and all four horses appeared to leap to- 
gether in regular time. 
The ground was very 


dry and a cloud of dust rolled out from under 
the horses' feet and from the wheola of the 
cannon as they came thundering along. 
Throe regiments of our brigaao had already 
Sred at him as he rushed along their front and 
as he approached the left of another I rau down 
the rear rank ahontingto the men' "Shoot at 
the horses! Let the man alone and shoot at 
tbehorsos! You are firing too high!" At this 
I aaw a noted markaman in Company F drop 
upon one knee and sight along the barrel of hia 
muaket and fire, but on came the man and the 
gallop of his team was unbroken. Bamming 
in another cartridge the marksman w»e ready 
again in a minute and just aa the cannonicr 
swept across his front within 100 yards he 
kneeled down and taking deliberate aim at the 
foremost horse fired again, but on weat the team 
unharmed aa before. Thus he pasaed along 
tho whole front of onr regiment and then along 
another on onr right and escaped around the 
head of the ditch and across the field and up 
the lull beyond. As far off as we could aee 
him his team waa atill going in a gallop, but 
when out of range on the hill beyond the ditch 
he turned in his saddle, and, taking off hia hat, 
waved it around his head several times and 
some of the Confederates cheered him. 


At leaat;r>00 men fired at that Yankee gunner, 
and I have often wondered if he escaped death 
in the subsequent battles of the war and lives 
to toll of the fearful gauntlet he ran along the 
front of a whole brigade of Confederates Bring 
at him.

In glancing over tho weekly returns of mor- 


ality in several southom cities we have been 
forcibly impresBed by tho great difference in 
tho percentages of the whits and colored 
classes We luve now before us tho report for 
the week ending February 24th of thia year, 
by which it appears that in the District of 
Columbia the number of deaths among the 
white population was according to the annual 
rate of 18.5 to the 1,000; while among the col- 
ored people of that city the deatha were at the 
rate of 20.4 In Richmond the rates are, respec- 
tively: for the whites!5.3, for the colored 81).4; 
in Lynchburg, whites 5 6, colored 46.5; m New 
Orleans, whites, 24.4, colored 58.1; in Jackson- 
ville, Fla , (report for Feb. 37th) whites 8.6, 
colored 2ft 
These figures are by no meana exceptional in 


their showings, but tally closely with the aver- 
ages furnished by the reporte from month to 
month, and force the inference that the negro 
element in the south is rapidly decaying. 
One of the important reasons for thia deca- 
dence is the indifference of the masses of the 
colored people to sanitary conditions; their 
easv, indolent, happy-go-lucky nature tolerat- 
ing offenses of uncleanneas in diet and sur- 
roundings which the whites will not endure. 
To be uure, the squalor and filth of the negro 
quarteia in a city affect in some degree the 
general atmosphere, but the respect paid to 
the state of his personal environment by the 
white citizen of a place lUte Bichmond or New 
Orleans gives him the capital of better health 
and endows him with a power of resisting the 
influences of disease which maybe transmitted 
from the poison-infested cabin of his colored 
townsman. It pays to be clean.

lowing letter from one of the num- 
bar: 


SAN FBANCISCO, May 10, 1883. 


EDS. REPUBLICAN:— Our party ar- 


r.'ved here in good spirits yesterday 
morning, and after 
breakfasting, 


Mr. Bankson and family, and Mr. 
Lancaster and family sailed in the 
"Oregon" for Portland. The others 
will remain till Saturday to "take in" 
the city, when they will sail in the 
".State of California." 


We were quite fortunate in the 


choice of routes. Mr. Treat, of the 
Union Pacific, accompanied us to 
Omaha, assisting with our baggage, 
and pointing out many objects of in- 
tnrest along the road. Owing to the 
rush of emigration west, we were 
obliged to occupy a very poor car on 
the TJ. P., but at Ogden we secured 
a very good one. Some idea of the 
n amber of people coming west can 
be judged from the fact that on our 
train were 235 emigrants, 99 of 
whom were destined for Washington 
Territory. 


The scenery along the Union and 


Central Pacific roads is grand be- 
yond description, far surpassing that 
of the Allegheny Mountains. By 
this alone many of our party express- 
ed themselves as fully paid for the 
cost of the trip. 


The men on these western roads 


are vary accommodating and win 
the esteem of all by their thoughtful 
attention and polite answering of 
our hundreds of questions. We are 
glad we came on the emigrant train, 
for we passed the best of the scenery 
in the day time, and the long stop 
made at division points gave us an 
opportunity to take exercise and buy 
provisions. 


As many of our friends expect 


soon to come west, a few suggestions 
may be of use to them. And first 
they should address Mr. N. G. Treat, 
of the U. P., at Qnincy, 111., who will 
give all needed information. An

The water in Utah and a part of 
Nevada is strong with alkali; so it 
will be well to guard against sick 
ness from its. use, in any way deemed 
best. As far west as Sacramento City 
runners of third-class hotels work 
t he trains and deceive many. I have 
been in many of the hotels in this 
c ity, but have seen none which suits 
me so well as the Russ House, where 
•we are stopping. 
This hotel is

houses, and furnishes us excellent 
accommodations at $1.50 
per 
day.

Attorneys' Fees 10O Yeara Ago. 


Rev. Dr. Goodwin, of Qnincy, formerly 


ot this city, lisa an article in thin week's 
issue of the Central Christian Advocate 
which is of special interest to nl! attor- 
neys, clerks of remits mid parti™ who 
now and then, by retuum of litigation, nro 
compelled to grease the wheels of the le- 
gal machinery by paying fees. The Doc- 
tor finds fiom tho laws made in Cincin- 
nati, Ohio, in AiiKiiHt, ITUii, nearly 100 
years njjo, that attorneys had to take their 
fees in Indian corn nt !!0 cent", when itu 
market value wan only 10 cents. An act 
establishing and regulating the fees of 
tie several officers of the Hamilton coun- 
ty, (Ohio), court, passed 1792, fixed attor- 
neys' fees an fo'.lows: For a pleading 
fee, where connselis employed on an issue 
in law or fact joined in tho supreme 
court, 82; for nil other causes in the su- 
preme court and for all causes iu the 
court of common pleas and court of gen- 
eral quarter sessions of the peace, where 
an issue in fact or law is joined, 81.50; for 
all other causes in the common pleas and 
court of quarter sessions, ns a retaining 
fee, 81; for drawing an indictment, (and 
here is where the prosecuting attorneys a 
century ago got wealthy), 50 cente; for 
bringing a case to issue iu sessions of the 
peace, 50 cents. It was stated iu this act 
fixing the fees that "Whereas, a dollar 
varies iu its real value in the several 
counties in the Territory, some provision 
iu kind ought to be made. Be it enacted 
that for every cent allowed by this act, 
one quart of Indian meal may be demand- 
ed and taken by the person to whom the 
fee is coming, as equivalent for one cent, 
always at the election of the person re- 
ceiving the same whether to accept his 
fee in Indian corn or iu specie, at the 
sum fixed by the foregoing table ot fees, 
one quart of Indian corn being always 
equal to one cent, and so on at that rate 
for a greater or less sum." 
Many parties 


to suite will bear witness that times have 
greatly changed since a hundred years 
nim, hnt jf is not on account of the scar- 
city of Indian corn. 


TEE Chilian government has final- 


ly decided to make peace with the 
Peruvians, or what there is left of 
them, and the provisional treaty re- 
cently signed will be confirmed. Peru 
retains its autonomy, but cedes Arica 
and Tacna for ten years, and for- 
ever, provided the people of those 
provinces voto at the end of ten 
years to stay with Chili. This, with 
Chili in possession, they are pretty 
ante to do. Meanwhile the Chilians 
have a decade in which to enrich 
themselves at the expense of Peru— 
an opportunity which these "Yankees 
of the south" will not be slow to em- 
brace. The establishment of peace 
will put an end to atrocities on both 
•ides which have disgraced human-

The Great 
Kentucky Trial 


Ended. 


Phil Thompson Acquitted-A Des- 


perate Affair at Carlinville, 


Ml.—Crimes and Cas- 


ualties. 


Kv., May 18.—Mr. 


Shui'k. thf Commonwealth's" attorney In 
the Thompson fuse, closed the arguments 
In tbe ^rcat Trial yesterday afternoon. 
He 
urged the jmy not to be swayed by tlie elo- 
quent appeali of Senator Vorheei and Mr. 
Blackburn to acquit their client on the 
ground of pity and sympathy. The gen- 
tleman gave his view of tbe case In an ad- 
dress lasting an hour. He was particular- 
ly severe against Jessie Buckner, whom be 
nald wa* responsible for Walter D»vl»' 
death. She wa« characterized aa a bold, 
cruel, cold, scheming woman, without 
heart or conscience. 
The Jury took Ihe case at a quarter of 3 


o'clock yesterday afternoon. When Mr. 
Shuck hud concluded Judge Hurdln said: 
••Gentlemen of the Jury, retire to your 
room and prepare your verdict." The 
twelve men marched out In single gle In 
charge of tbe Sheriff and were escorted to a 
room on the 
second floor ot tbe Court 
House. Th^ great crowd never moved. 
They seemed to be chained to the spot 
either by anxiety or curiosity. 
If After'nn hour had passed nearly every 
one thought there would be no verdict. 
Just as the clock struck 4 some one In the 
crowd, many of whom had #one into the 
court yard to watch the behavior of the 
jurymen at the window, said a verdict had 
been reached, and there wa% a stampede 
for the inside. The fellow proved to be 
correct, for at eight minutes after 4 o'clock 
they came down stairs and marched Into 
the court-room, headed by Sheriff Bissett. 
There wan a death like stillness in that 
place. It was whispered from oar to ear. 
' 'They have found a verdict,'' and every 
one knew that Phil Thompson wus a free 
man. 
"Gentlemen, have you found a vei- 
diet?" said Judge Hardln. 
"JVehave," responded S. F. Over- 
street, the foreman of tho Jury. 
"Read it, thru," said the court. 


THE VERDICT. 


Ovcmlreet read from upaper In Ms hand; 
"We, the Jury, find the defendant not 
guilty as charged In the indictment." 
What tt shout arose. It was tho exulting 
yell of the friends and supporters of tbe 
lanctlly of homo and the inviolate nature 
of the relations of husband and wife. Five 
hundred excited men rushed forward to 
grasp "Little Phil'F" hand, and he was 
almost overwhelmed with congratulations. 
The father of the acquitted man Jumped to 
his feet when the verdict was announced 
and shouted, "Thank God, the honor of 
the wives of Kentucky, gentlemen, is still 
safe." It was a remarkable scene, never 
to be forgotten by those who witnessed it. 
After belnc absent so long, the friends of 
Thompson began to fear a hung Jury, and 
th»ir joy was all the greater in consequence 
of 
that 
verdict 
which 
vindicated 


htm 
and declared 
that 
he shot and 


killed 
Walter 
Davis 
to 
protect the 


chastity ot bis wife and maintain his own 
honor. 
A Ulk with several member* of the Jury 


developed the fact that they were con- 
vinced of Davis' guilt withoutthe evidence 
of Jeisle Buckner, who, however, they 
said, corroborated nil the other witnesses. 
Not one of them had any doubt that Wal- 
ter Davis had taken Mrs. Davis to his room 
at the St. Clnir hotel and debauched her. 
Their verdict was based on the mental con- 
dition of Thompson at the time he met 
Davis, andjtboy belioved he was not able to 
control himself. 
Thus ends the great trial, which has oc- 
cupied ten days and excited more attention 
than anv case "ever known in the State of 
Kentucky. The family of Walter DavlB, 
however^ still persist that he was innocent, 
and tbev, at least, will always have the 
comforting belief that he died tor a crime 
of which lie was not guilty. With the ver- 
dict of acquittal dies the interest In the re- 
markable case, and there Is no one glad 
that it Is over. 


Your 
correspondent called 
at Phi 
Thompson's house about an hour after the! 
verdict was rendered. Mr. Thompson was 
alone at the time, but subsequently his two 
brothers. John B. and Davis, tbe latter a 
resident of St. Paul, Minn., caiueln. Tbe 
little Congressman appeared at his best. A 
great weight bad been 
relieved from bin 


mind, although be said he 
bad no doubt 
that be would be acquitted. 
"I buve nothing but the kindest feelings 
for the attorneys for the defense. All I 
desired was a fair trial and I got It. The 
case was conducted with courtesy on both 
Hides, und lam glad tbe jury remained out 
an hour and eight minutes, becauied It 
(bowed they considered the case Impartially 
and without prejudice."

RKVBNUK RECEIPTS SHORT. 


WASHINGTON, May 17.—Officers of the 
treasury are somewhat surprised that tae 
receipts of the government are dropping so 
far below the estimates seat to congress 
last December. The department estimated 
that the customs receipts would be $235.- 
000,000 thitfiscal year. This estimate will 
be about $29,000,000out of the way, for 
there are remaining only 44 days of tbe 
year, and tbe customs collections up to 
date have reached but $188,000,000. It 
is new not btlleved that more than $22,000,- 
000 will be received between now and 
the l»t of July. The inteimit revenue re- 
ceipts thus far have reached $128,000,000, 
but in order to reach last venr's collection* 
the returns during tbe next 44 days must 
amount to $18,000,000, or ati average of 
$400,000 u day. It is thought by department 
officers that the total for the year will be 
nearer $140,000,000 than$140,000,000, which 
was the amount collected lust year. 
The 
prospect now is that the iota! receipts of 
the gi>\eminent from all sources this year 
will fall lirlow JKMO.000,000, as compared to 
$403,000,000 last year.

A Fine Collection In Possession of Mr. J. 


Munlave Smith. 


Those who attend the strawberry festi- 


val to be given by the ladies of the First

relics that have been collected during the 
past 25 years by Mr. J. Manlove Smith, 
who was a musician and private in Co. 
F., First Delaware regiment, during the 
late war, and whose great-great-great- 
grandfather came over in the "Mayflower" 
in 1620. Below we give a list of the curi- 
osities which will be on exhibition this 
evening: 


Confederate money; feathers out of the 


bird Lareto, carried all through the Mex- 
ican war; fac simile of genuine Rebel 
flag, made by a southern girl who after- 
wards married a Massachusetts soldier; 
samples of buttons off Rebel olotbes;piece 
ot lava from Vesuvius; a linen night cap 
that came over in the Mayflower; Ameri- 
can and foreign copper coin, some dating 
50 years before Christ; inlaid paper cut- 
ter made by a Madeira Islander ;!pieoes of 
timber from the frigate "Constitution" 
and the flagship "Lawrence;" a glass 
stopper that was the property of Commo- 
dore Perry, used by him in 1813 on the 
flagship "Lawrence;" a silk badge worn 
by the delegates to the Democratic Whig 
National Convention, May 2d, 1844, with 
picture of Henry Clay; a knife that Mr. 
Smith borrowed from a rebel the day be- 
fore Lee's surrender, which he forgot to 
return; hair watch guard, made by a nun 
in Jerusalem, coat, 10 cents; a bottle con- 
taining ruins of Pompeii, and a piece of 
the apple tree under which Lee surren- 
dered; a ring made from a copper washer 
of the Rebel ram "Merrimac," which was 
whipped by the Yankee cheese box "Mon- 
itor;" a sample of Confederate stationery 
found in the packet ot Edward Maul, 
killed at siege of Petersburg.

THURSDAY, MAY 17. 


Court convened at the usual hour this 


morning. 


ANOIHBB SUIT FOB $5,000 DAMASKS. 
This forenoon another action in tres- 
pass of more than ordinary importance 
came up for triaL The parties to the suit 
are John Schenok, plaintiff, who is asa 
loon keeper at Maroa and was engaged in 
the same business 'at that place in 1881. 
The defendant is Samuel Lowe, a well- 
known citizen and temperance man of 
Maroa. Schenck brings suit against 
Lowe to recover alleged damages in the 
sum of $5,000, because of the arrest of the 
former at the instance of the latter, less 
than two years ago. Mr. Lowe filed an 
information in the county court charging 
that Scheuck hod sold intoxicating liq- 
uors to a minor at his saloon in Maroa in 
violation of law, and on that complaint 
the accused was arrested, but he was not 
imprisoned. He gave bond for bis ap- 
pearance and at the trial ho was acquit- 
ted. Schenok now comes into court and 
wants a jury that bos been selected to 
award hint damages. The counsel for 
Schenok is I. A. Buckingham.

Lowe's attorneys are Judge Nelson and 
Outten & Vail. 


During the hearing of testimony it was 


shown by a preponderance of testimony 
that Mr. Lowe had reasonable grounds 
for filing the information against Schenck 
in 1881, and this afternoon the plaintiff 
dismissed the case before it could be giv- 
en to the jury.

A BALKY MABOAITE. 


At about noon yesterday the routine 


business of the court was interrupted by 
the appearance of Foreman Holman, of 
the grand jury, and State's Attorney 
Johns, accompanied by a balky witness 
from Maroa. named John Adams. Fore- 
man Holman presented a list of questions 
to Judge Smith, stating that Mr. Adams, 
who had been interrogated before the 
grand jury, had refused to answer them. 
The Judge cast his eyes upon the ques- 
tions, and then asked Adams his reasons 
for refusing to answer. Mr. A, replied 
that he refused because he thought the 
answer would criminate himself. It ap- 
pears that there is a poker or gambling 
room in operation at Maroa, and Mr. 
Adams is one ot those who have been 
summoned to tell what they know about 
the outfit. Adams said there hadn't been 
a game played in the room in the past 18 
months in which he was not interested. 
After the Judge had decided that Adams 
was not expected to answer a question 
that would criminate him, Mr. Johns made 
the point that, though Adams was inter- 
ested in the profits of the poker room, 
(and 
this was not charged), he should, 


under the law, be compelled to tell about 
what was going on there, on any or every 
day when he was not actually playing 
himself. The mind of the Judge was 
clear on this point, and he told Mr. Adams 
that he should tell all he knew about the 
place, who were there, etc., when he was 
not playing, but merely a looker-on. Mr. 
Adams took exceptions to this ruling, and 
had started out to make a long speech on 
the matter, when the Judge cut him off 
short by stating that he wasn't in a mood 
to hear any argument from him. His 
Honor told the foreman to change the 
form of the questions, and if the witness 
refused to answer, bring him into court 
again. Doubtless Mr. Adams became 
more tractable, as he has caused the 
Judge no more trouble. 


At It Again. 


The lightning rod swindlers are again 


abroad through th« State. They work 
the farmers as they did John H. Sleeter, 
near Boody, in this county, about a year 
ago. They have been swindling farmers 
in Menard county lately, and the news 
comes from Petersburg that they have 
succeeded in victimizing the following 
named farmers in that neighborhood of 
the following amounts, namely: John 
Stewart, $526; Chas. Booker, $500; Robt. 
0. Pantier, 8391; George Powers, $275; 
J. Nelson Hall, $220; Richard Thomas, 
1160. These farmers all settled either by 
money or note. Several others who were 
induced to sign contracts refused to settle 
after the rod was erected and the swindler 
ascertained. Some of the gang are mem- 
bers ot some of the leading secret socie- 
ties and use this to aid in the swindle. 


The Art Union. 


At the session of the Central Illinois 


Art Union, at Jacksonville yesterday a 
splendid paper was read by Mrs. Fannie 
Johns-Sedgwick of this city. The Jour- 
nal, speaking ot the production, says: 


An essay upon "An Erratic Genius and 


what he has done for Art," was read by 
Mrs. Fannie Johns Sedgwick, of the 
Young Ladies' Art Class of Decatur. 
Buskin and his work was her theme. She 
spoke of his great work of the " Modern 
Painters" written in vindication of Tur- 
ner; of Raskin's deplorable self-conceit; 
of the fact that a technical flaw in a work 
of art assumed alarming proportions in 
hi* eyes; of bis inauguration ot the Pre- 
Raphaelite movement; by this movement 
the two painters, Millais and Hunt, were 
chiefly benefitted. Raskin's objection to 
all American art and artists was referred 
to and his Utopian ideas treated of. A 
selection from Frazier's magazine in the 
nature of a review of his work was also 
incorporated in this paper. The reader 
acquitted herself so well as to deserve the 
hearty commendation and congratulation 
she received.
